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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -52 are allowed . 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's invention is geared toward the use of a temporary radio access 
network (RAN) identifier associated with a mobile terminal by a RAN node to assist in 
the transfer of information through the radio access network relating to a connection 
between the core network and mobile terminal. The closest prior art is MUSTAJARVI 
(WO 98/32304 A2). As made clear to the examiner in the interview on 10/7/2004 and 
the applicant's arguments filed 10/14/2004, the applicant's invention of claim 1 is neither 
anticipated by, nor rendered obvious by, MUSTAJARVI. MUSTAJARVI teaches the use 
of a temporary SGSN identifier associated with a mobile terminal by a SGSN node to 
assist in the transfer of information through the SGSN network relating to a connection 
between the core network and mobile terminal. As evidenced by the applicant's exhibits 
filed on 10/14/2004, an SGSN is part of a core network and not part of a RAN. As such, 
MUSTAJARVI's temporary identifier is a temporary core network identifier and not a 
temporary RAN identifier. Further, MUSTAJARVI's temporary identifier is not assigned 
bv a RAN node but a core network node (SGSN) instead . Moreover, MUSTAJARVI's 
temporary identifier is not used to assist in the transfer of information through the radio 
access network but is used to assist in the transfer of information through the core 
(SGSN) network instead. The applicant's invention could be considered a RAN 
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adaptation of the concept of MUSTAJARWs temporary core network identifier, however 
motivation is lacking to make such an adaptation of MUSTAJARVI's teaching. 
Moreover, such an adaptation may not be directly possible given the different 
environments of the core network and radio access network. Lastly, no new prior art 
has been discovered that would anticipate or render obvious the applicant's invention of 
claim 1. As such, the applicant's invention of claim 1, when considered in its entirety, 
comprises a unique combination of subject matter that is neither taught nor suggested 
by the prior art. The applicant's inventions of claims 13, 19, 24, 40 and 50, at the least, 
comprises subject matter similar to claim 1 and are therefore allowed for the same 
reasons.
